; COOLIE ALLEGED ‘KILLED: 


“An, unfortunate: incident took 
piace ‘Yast, ‘week-end in ‘the: ‘Hong- 
kew district, when one. ‘of two 
Japanese Marines, or -posaibly 
both, is alleged to have ‘stabbed a 
ricsha coolie, who later died from 
the, effects of his wounds, There 
was an altercation’ over, the 
amount to ‘be paid for the ride. 
Insp. J..W. Prince hurried to the 
scene and upon the-arrival of the 
Japanese patrol the Marines were 
arrested by them, 

At’ the Public Mortuary, 
Judge. Koh ‘and ._. Deputy 
Whitamore presiding, Det.-insp. 
Prince’ said. that when he began 
his investigations he found one of 
the Japanese in a restaurant sit- 
ting on a blood-stained stool. He 
was drinking beer. The other ap- 
parently was: trying to sleep in 
the corner.
